It was the last business session of 
the present House of Commons be- 
fore the dissolution tomorrow in 
view of the Parliamentary elections 
on May 30, when the Chancellor :of

"To -prevent misunderstanding 
abroad and alarm at home, it is 
right for me to say that the propos- 
als foreshadowed ‘in the newspapers 
yesterday, in the opinion of,the gov-

ANGLICAN ADVANCES HAILED 





But Report Does Not Accept View 
That Episcopacy Is Necessary 
for ‘Reunion. 





LONDON, May 9 (#).—The Assem- 
bly of the Congregational Union of 
England and Wales has adopted a 
report on reunion with the Church 
of Englahd and. the free churches 
suggesting that some central organ- 
izations should be formed with cer- 
tain administrative powers to pro- 
mote cooperation between the Con- 
gregational churches and the various 
parts of the free churches. As to 
the Anglican Church, it welcomes 
the approaches made in recent years. 

In connection with the Anglican 
Church the report does not accept 
the view that episcopacy or govern- 
ment of the chureh by bishops is 
necessary for church unity and con- 
tinuity. It does not believe union 
can be brought about by acceptance 
of ordination, -- 

The ongregationalists are the 
most ancient community of disssent- 
ers.. In 1831 the majority of their 
churches were formed into the Con- 
gregntanes Union,, which includes 
rose churches and preaching sta- 
ions. 

‘‘We appreciate the value of the 
episcopacy as an organ of fellowship, 
but do not accept the view it is either 
in history or principle a necessary 
organ of church unity and continu- 
ity,’’ the report says. 

“‘We, therefore, do not believe 

-ehurch union will or can be brought 
about by the acceptance of episcopal 
ordmation. We recognize that on 
these points many Anglicans hold 
convictions different from ours, but 
we cherish the hope that by common 
re-examination and clearer definition 
of such subjects as the history of the 
episcopate, the apostolic succession 
and sacramental grace in the light 
of modern scholarship, of Christian 
history and experience, and of the 
present relations of the churches to 
one another, such @ mutual under- 
standing may be reached as shall re- 
sult m the fullness of fellowship that 


we desire. 

‘We believe, therefore, that unity 
will best be advanced at the present 
moment, not by attempts to construct 
a singte corporate institution embrac- 
ing all existing denominations, but 
by se to realize and make more 
manifest ourselves and the world 
the fellowship of Christ, transcend- 
ing all of order, ritual 
and creed,’’ the report concludes.

PARIS, May 9.—The Lafayette, 
French cabin. liner, was launched 
today at St. Nazaire in the presence 
of Pierre Forgeot, Minister of Public 
Works, and a large group represent- 
ing the French merchant marine. 
When the Lafayette is ready for her 
maiden voyage later in'the year she 
will be placed in the New York- 
Havre service, thus adding consider- 
ably to the accommodations now 
known as the cabin class. 

The new limer is of the same type 
as the De Grasse, but is larger. She 
is 183 meters long, 23 35 meters 
beam, draws 9% meters and has a 
displacement of 25,000 tons. She will 
have seven decks. Her average speed 
will be eighteen knots. 

The rapidly increasing number of 
Americans who want to visit Europe,

stolen 'in May, 1927, from a broker- 
age firm in the financial district. 
Judge Nott denied the motion of de- 
fense lawyers for a dismissal of the 
indictment. 


Kenneth M. Spence of counsel for | 


Osborne based the motion mainly on 
the Court of Appeals decision in fa- 
vor of the late Daniel J. O’Reilly, a 
lawyer, on his indictment many years 
ago for personally returning stolen 
property to the owner for a reward 
while acting for the thief. Mr. 
Spence added that no proper evi- 
dence had been produced by Assis- 
tant District Attorney Mara that the 
securities returned by Osborne actu- 
ally had been stolen from Taylor, 
Bates & Co., brokers, at 100 Broad- 
way, and nothing had been produced 
to substantiate the contention that 
Osborne knew they had been stolen 
at the time he received a $16,000 re- 
ward for them from the lawyer for 
the brokers. 


Pecora Is a Witness. 


Chief Assistant District Attorney | 


Ferdinand Pecora and Colonel Wil- 
liam H. Hallahan, a partner in the 
brokerage firm, testified yesterday.

Ask Glass-Covéred Bridges. 


One unique suggestion, in which 
the whole committee concurs, is 
made for the section of the improve- 
ment south of Seventy-second Street. 
At that point the Central’s tracks 
are to be carried on an. elevated 
structure the right-of-way for which 
will run through private property. 
Discussing that section of the plan, 
the committee says: 

“The only features that may “be 
gubjected to architectural treatment 
are the railroad bridge crossings 
over the city streets. It has been 
proposed that’ each street should jhe 
crossed by means of a covered bridge, 
with roof and side walls giazed with 
translucent glass. The object would 
be to hide the freight trains from 


view. It is estimated that this form |/e=perts 


of covered crossing will add approx- 
imately $300,000 to the total cost.”’ 
The committee adds that the rail- 
road company opposes this form, of 
covering the tracks between build- 
ings, ‘‘one of the reasons advanced 
being that the covering prevents easy’! 
ee to the tracks in the event.of 
re. 


Recommendations for the park sec- 
tion north of Seventy-second Street 
in the majority report follow closely 
the plan of the Manhattan Depart- 
ment of Parks, which was submitted 
to the Board of Estimate on July 12, 
1927. Throughout the present report 
it is designated as ‘‘Exhibit No. 2.’’ 
Embracing the section from Seventy- 
second Street to St. Clair Place, the 
report: says: 

“It shows a contemplated covering 
of the N. Y..C. R. R. tracks, upon 
which covering or roof would run the 
tension of the proposed express high- 
way. From this point northerly, two 
Tramps, one on each side of the right- 

of-way of the N. Y. C. R. R. and 
running parallel thereto, would con- 
nect to St. Clair Place, one beihg 
used for northbound and the other 
for southbound traffic. 

“This plan also provides for a 25- 
foot wide esplanade extending alo 
the waterfront from Seventy-secon 
Street to St. Clair Place. 

‘*The Park Department plan locatés: 
the highway over the railroad tracks 
for. practically the entire distance, 
and the promenade on the riverfront, 
and provides for a series of play- 

ounds and other recreational fea- 

ures between the two. 


Advantages of Park Plan. 


“The advantages of the Park De- 
partment plan are as follows: 

“1. The park as now existing is 
not interfered with in any way, leav- 
ing intact the memorial groves, the 
present desirable layout of paths, 
and the planting undisturbed.

-One obvious effect on Senator 
HirAM JOHNSON of his abandon- 
ment of further Presidential aspira- 
tions has been to render him much 
more frank than he used to be, not 
to say cynical. His speech at the 
end of the debate on the farm de- 
benture clause was tantamount to 
admitting its bad features but ac- 
tually glorying in them.

“Louisiana newspapers show that

General GEORGE W. WINGATE, after 
serving for sixteen years.on the New 
York Board of Education, conceived 
the idea of the Public Schools Ath- 
letic.

Every. year. .over a half 
million boys and girls, have.the bene- 
fit of such training and competition 
in various sports and games as this 
organization has made possible. 

‘The benefit is not physical aione. 
General WINGATE stated a few years 
ago, reviewing the twenty-two years 
of his presidency of the league, that 
while 60 per cent of the criminals 
sent to the State prisons were under 
21 no boys who had been prominent 
in the league games and sports were 
among; the: number; This is; to. be 
explained in part, no doubt, by! the 
fact that their interest was drawn 
into contests of a whdlesome nature 
and in part: by their learning “'to 
play the game.” It is not possible 
to overestimate the. good. that. this 
league has done in building. both 
body. and character for so large a 
percentage of the public school boys 
of this city, who otherwise would 
have had no such opportunities. for 
training and:participation in sports. 

This. great friend, of youth has 
gone, but it is hoped that, through 
the fund of $1,000,000 which is now 
being sought, what he had-so large 
a ‘part in starting and in carrying 
on with so much good sense and 
verve of. spirit may be maintained 
and extended till all. the public school 
boys and girls shall have facilities 
jfor play, ‘and especially for sharing 
‘in organized games and. athletic 
“sports.

Goldman Seeks $300,000 to Widen 
Roadway of Span Over the Harlem. 


Albert Goldman, Commissioner of 
Plant and.Structures, requested from 
the Board of Estimate yesterday an 


appropriation of $300,000 for widen- 
ing the roadway. of Washington 
Bridge over the Harlem River. At 
the same time he presented for ap- 
proval the plans and specifications 
for the construction of a new bridge 
at. Richmond Avenue, ‘over Fresh 
Kills, Staten Island. The new bridze. 
it is estimated; will cost $550,000, the 
money for which already has been 
appropriated. Both subjects were 
referred to the Committee of the 
Whole. 

The proposed widening of the 
Washington Bridge roadway, the 
Commissioner explained, was to ac- 
commodate the increased traffic ex- 
pected to flow across the Harlem 
with the completion of the Hudson 
River Bridge. 

The contract, plans and specifica- 
tions for the new Richmond Avenue 
span were presented to the board for 
consideration. Mr. Goldman pointed 
out that Richmond Avenue was one

Practice Followed Abroad.

This system has 
been successfully employed by the 
Bank of England for many years, 
and there seems.to be little evidence 
that in London it has caused infla- 
tion. The Bank of England is not 
alone in permitting the rediscount of

tice is © actaiited by the Banque de 
France and in Berlin by the Reichs- 
bank. The Federal Reserve System 
is therefore the exception rather 
than the rule among central redis- 
counting banks, in especially barring 
security loans. 

‘Such an ability to rediscount stock 
market loans would enable the Re- 
serve System to obviate the recent 
ridiculous uneven rates in the cail 
loan market. Rates of 15 to 20 per 
cent of the soundest banking loans 
in.this»country areclearly an. ab- 
sufdityewhich could -readily be pre- 
vented by permitting the’ Reserve’ 
banks to maintain closer contact 
with the market for security loans.

“As a general thing, the Federal

A higher cost of credit has been 
imposed on American industry, agri- 
culture and commerce. Vague fear 
and lack of confidence have been 
injected into the security market. 

A rise has been caused in central 
bank rates and open money market 
rates abroad, with a weakness in 
certain foreign exchanges. It may 
be that still more serious danger to 
American business looms ahead if 
this policy of high. money is per- 
sisted -in.”’ 


Wants Securities Rediscounted. 


The difficulty which the Federal 
Reserve System experienced in re- 
gard to stock market loans arose 
from the prohibition contained in 


the Federal Reserve act against re- 
discounting them, Mr. Simmons said. 
Inevitably the time was coming 
when, if only for the good of the 
Federal Reserve System itself, the 
rediscounting of security collateral 
loans should. be undertaken, 

“The original theory. of Federal 
Reserve scounting was that it 
should be confined purely to com- 
mercial loans and that it would 
work almost automatically,’’ Mr. 
Simmons said. ‘‘With the coming of 
the war, however, Reserve banks 
were ¢mpowered to invest directly in 
United States Government bonds and 
also to lend money upon them. These 
o-called ‘war powers,’ although quite 
contrary to the original theory of 
the Reserve act, nevertheless gave 
the system flexit lity and cal 
ease of operation. It was in accord 
with. -foreign central banking prae- 
.| tices, and it assisted in avoiding 
practical difficulties entailed in re- 
discounting small and varied com- 
mercial instruments. 


Rediscountable Paper Shrinking. 

“In recent years,- owing to the 
economic revolution through which 
American business and finance have 
been going, there has: occurred a 


remarkable shrinkage in the loans 
eligible for rediscount. Our Fed- 
eral government has been reducing
